SPECULATIVE ENTHUSIASM LACKING.’ 


It was a fortunate thing in many ways that during the 
months when the Government was drawing upon the people 
for its initial supply of funds and while terms of the tax law 
were being completed the security markets were reacting 
from their previous high levels. The result of this process 
was that when the nation entered 1918 a great deal of the war- 
brought enthusiasm for speculation had been eliminated and 
the groundwork was laid for the concentration of credit upon 
the great undertaking across the sea. The railroads had been

The signing of the armistice released much pent up en- 
thusiasm in the stock-market, but it made but slight headway 
for the reason that loans for stock market purposes were de- 
nied brokers above certain moderate levels.

After -the roads into . the 
hands of the Government the Inter. 
state Commerce .Cothmission gtantea 
the remaining 8 per’ cent. increase of 
the 15 per. cent. ralse asked for by. the 
railroads’ in 1917, and on May. 27, 
1918, -immeédiately following the first 
great. increase in railroad wages, “the 
Director’ General issued. orders. in- 
éreasing passenger rates to-3 cents a 
mile, -with an extra half cent for Pull- 
than accommodations, and increasing 
freight rates, whether interstate or in- 
trastate, 25 per’ cent...

It is true 
that railway earnings showed. {m- 
provement in 1916 and in 1917, but by 
that time the construction of rolling 
stock for ‘the railroads had to com- 
pete in both timo and price with the 
manufacture of war supplies for the 
Allies, so that there was no ailevia- 
tion.

General of Railroads will be to apply 
to Congress for a replenishment of the 
Pailroad Administration's finances. 
Five-Year Control Proposed. 
This uncomfortable position is per- 
naps reflected in the recommendation 


11 in a letter to the Ghairmen of the 
Interstate Commerce Committees ot 
the Senate and House,*in which he 


country is substantially an immediate 
return of the railroads or an extension 
of Federal control for a term of five 
years..-This letter came as a distinct 
surprise after the President’s< state.

Contrary to popular impression, 
there are probably financial interests 
which would accept Government own- 
ership of the railroads as a satisfac- 
tory solution of our present problem. 
The great majority of practical rail- 
road men, however, and apparently a 
large proportion of our business men, 
believe that private initiative and. en- 
deavor in railroading under proper 
regulation furnishes better facilities 
and service and at lower rates than 
Government ownership and operation. 
In the first place, the Director Gen- 
eral does not mention the simplest al · 
ternative which is before the country, 
whict! is. to tet Federal control ¢on-

The product of the land tn the 
United ‘States for 1918. of. those. com- 
modities of which -the Agricultural 
Department keeps a record ‘was $12,- 
272,412,000, or 4, little more than half 
of the bonded Gert” of the United 
States created by the war.. ‘With the 
addition of the minerals mined, about 
$8,000,000,000, and the. incréase in 
value of meat animals, less the value 
of grains consumed, sufficient wealth 
was produced from these sources’com- 
bined to liquidate the entire Govern- 
mental war debt. : 
| In May; 1917, shortly after a state 
of war with Germany. was declared, 
wheat flour sold at $16.75 & barrel at 
the mill door. The riecessity for con- 
trol on the part ofthe Government, 
as @ War measure, was then made ob- 
vious and the Lever Food Control bill 
was introduced into Congress.

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HE sharp upturn which occurred 
in the bond market during the 
last two weeks of 1917, following 

a. heavy liquidation in securities, 
which. had been almost uninterrupted 
for an entire year, halted a deci{ne in 
values that heartened investors and 
gave a more cheerful aspect for the 
future. During the year which has 
just passed, while many conflicting 
currents were at work to disturb 
bond prices, the market, taken in: its 
entirety, displayed greater byoyancy. 

The adjustment “of incomes to 
accord with the increased cost of liv- 
ing, which in many cases caused the 
abandonment of sécurities of the so- 
called. gilt-edge type for those of 
higher yield, apparently ended with 
1917, so that during 1918 the course 
of prices could take a more normal 
tendency. The result was that, with 
good buying apparent through most of 
the year, securities closed the twelve 
months with substantial gains, the 
greater part of which have accrued in 
the last quarter. 

Liberty Bond Sales. 

While corporate-and municipal Bonds 
moved in an ascending. scale, the 
Liberty bonds . steadily moved to 
lower levels, the liquidation. in these 
issues, with. the exception of the 3%s, 
of: which . there is relatively only a 
small amount, being decidedly marked 
throughout the last month and a half. 
tions without parallel in the 
history of the New York Stock Ex- 
change were put through day after 
day, in which the largest propor- 
tion of the bond sales was in the 
Liberty issues. The. result was a de- 
cline to a level where sofMe of the 
bonds were almost on a 5. per cent. 
basis, and this attracted buying. from 
savings banks, which, while unable 
to stem the tide of liquidation, still 
was a factor in a recovery_toward the 
end of the year.

Then came ‘the other side. of 
the_picture, and within another month 
or little more prices had risen by more 
than half the entire aniount of the 
previous decline; though with the now 
more aétive new. crop: deliveries lag- 
ging far behind the old crop contracts, 
as well.as behind the quoted prices fer’ 
actual cotton. In fact, until the very 
end of July, the.prices of. new crop 
deliveries in general in New York had 
ruled well below 25 cefits per pound, 
with only an occasional rise of October 
contracts above that level. This sit- 
uation was changed almost overnight,

“Agriculture in early August. Then

he. believed that, if the obstacle inherent 
in bigh prices. of raw material could be 
overcome, there. was a great business 
ahead of the woolen industry. Other 
representative men in the. industry. took 
a similar view of the situation. 

Mr. Patterson was asked how, in his 
judgment, the woolen manufacturing in- 
dustry_could get down to basic, or nor · 
mal, conditions in the easiest or best 
manner possible. 

“There is only one way to get back 
to a sound operating basis after a period 
of -:intlation,”’ .3@e4 Patterson ‘replied. 
‘* That isto undergo'a thorough process 
of liquidation. Enormous -stecks of wool 
have been accumulated in the world, due 
to lack of transportation facilities. Con- 
sumption also has been less than pro- 
duction because of the idle machinery 
on the Continent of Wurope, and in 
spite of the great demand in England 
and the United States. 

“The. consequence is that Great 
Britain controls an enormous amount of 
wool in her colonies and at home, and 
there is a further large quantity of 
British Imperial wool which the British 
Government does not control, and prob- 
ably will not control. So long as the 
British Government fixes a price for the 
wool that it owns, whether te the 
civilian consumer at home or to other 
countrids such as the United States, 
that will without doubt be the pré- 
vailing price. 
ever, to continue thig price-fixing scheme 
beyond 1919, so that a readjustment 
under free market conditions will take 
place riot later than 1920, affecting the 
world’s markets.> 

“In the meantime, American manu- 
facturers are faced by prices. in the 
markets of the world lower than they 
can obtain wool for at home. They ere 
faced by the prospect of a market 
gradually declining to the British level, 
unless barriers to jhe importation of 
wool from any source are removed with 
reasonable. promptitude, which will 
affect .adverstly milla in the United 
States as compared with those abroad. 

‘* Most manufacturers would rather 
see the loss taken at a single step and 
proceed to operate with confidence that 
orders would not be subject to cancella- 
tion on account of lessening costs of raw 
material.. The prospect of three or four 
seasons of gradually declining markets 
fs not a pleasant one. If the obstacle 
inherent In high prices of raw material 
can be overcome, 1 believe there is a 
great ‘business ahead of the woolen 
manufacturer. A large portion of the 
population of the world must be: re- 
clothed. and the machinery available to 
do it is not sufficient.
